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DELAYED DISPATCHES. 

EUROPE. 

Nice, March 23. — Tlio Italian opera 
liouse burned this evening. Tlie fire 
broke out at the beginning of the per- 
formance. Tlie bodies of fourteen por- 
.soiLS, suttbcAtecl, were taken out and 
jiliii:t.Hl in the church opposite tlie tlio- 
iiier. Jt is feared that a hundred men 
and women perished in the flames. 

Nbw York, Mnroh 25.— A dispatch 
from Nice says: The holocaust at the 
opi^ra liouse.Jpist evening was caused by 
a gus explosion at the back of the 
.stage, which set (ire to the scenery. 
The llaiucs spread with alarming ra- 
pidity and soon enveloped tlio gas 
inifter. The supply of gas being cut ofl", 
the body of the house was soon plung- 
ed in darkness. The crowd pressed 
uradly towards the limited means of 
t!.\it. The audience was large, and in 
tin: j;:inic Iiundrcda were thrown do'.vn 
and trodden under foot. Tiioso who 
attempted to extricate people hopeless- 
ly Jainmed between the doorwa}' and 
passages describe the scene as terrible. 
Tlie shrieks of the wounded mingled 
witli the cries of tho.se in the galleries, 
where every means of escape was cut 
ofi. Mine Eonadio, the prima donna, 
wii.s saved, but the tenor, basso, bari- 
tone and a number of the chorus sing- 
ers were burned. Up to midnight 150 
bodies were extricated from the ruins. 
A man who escaped from the upper 
gallery declares that with perhaps a 
ilo/.cn exceptions every person in his 
part of the houso was burned. A 
number of American and English vis- 
itors rendered signal assistance in sav- 
ing life. The scene iu the town is in- 
describable. One lady whose husband 
was burned to death committed suicide. 
Complaints weie made respecting the 
defective means of escape and water 
supiily. Although the Mediterranean 
washes the shore at the foot of the 
walls of the theater, no water could 
be obtained when wanted, and the 
beautiful opera houso was a complete 
wreck. 

London, ]\rarch '25. — Liberals in 
parliament are said to be considering 
the proposed motion condemning terms 
of peace with the Boer.s. Home rulers 
are considering the expedieney of call- 
ing attention to the recent utterances 
of several of the Irish judges and ask- 
ing their dismissal. 

Pecci, the pope's brother, is dead. 

St. Petersburg, March 25. — The 
following is the programme of the fun- 
eral ceremonies of the late czar. Per- 
sons invited to attend will assemble at 
10:30 o'clock in tlie morning in the 
cathedrals at the cities of St. Peters- 
burg and St. Paul. The remains will 
be carried to the vault in the catlicdral 
by the emperor, grand dukes mother's 
foreign reigning families, and the chief 
court dignitaries. A minute gun will 
be fired until the coffin is in the grave. 
After the ceremony the imperial insig- 
nia will be conveyed back to the winter 
palace. 

London, Match 25. — The American 
consul at Nice telegraphs as follows : 
Sixty-nine lives were lost at the opera 
house fire, l^p Americans or English 
among the victims. 

St. Petersburg, March 25. — The 
author of the article in Vendinoste 
charging the administration with indo- 
lence and robbery, and society with 
cherishing illusions which led to the 
assassination of the czar, has been sum- 
moned by the minister of the interior 
to appear before the judge. 

Nice, (Italy), March 24.— Eroin 
three o'clock this morning tip to this 
hour fifty-nine bodies have heen recov- 
ered from the ruins of the Italian 
opera house, which was destroyed by 
fire last night. It is feared many more 
are also burned. The fire commenced 
soon after the curtain rose for the per- 
formance, Lucia Di Lammarmoor. Sub- 
scribers for orchestra stalls and boxes 
of the theatre had mostly not arrived. 
A majority of the victims belong to the 
working class. Shortly after the fire 
began the gas oxploied and the house 
was plunged into complete darkness. 
' A scene of terror and dismay ensued 
which beggars description. A detach- 
ment of sailors from the squadron in 
the harbor arrived on the scene and dis- 



Constantinople, jMarch 21. — There 
is great activity in all admiralty fac- 
tories, and the porte is negotiating with 
Nowca.stlc firms for delivery of coals at 
Ohio, Rhodes, Crete, Yoh, Saloniea and 
Dardanelles. Another detaohiiicnt of 
1000 troops has gone to Volo. Tlio 
total Turkish force on tlio frontier is 
now 80,000. 

Paris, March 21. — Articles in Piesi 
dent Clrevy's organ show that Grevy 
thinks J ulea Ferry should have faced a 
ministerial crisis rather than have 
pledged tho cabinet to abstain from 
such an important question. 

St. Petehsbukg, iNIaroh 24. — -An- 
other female Nihilist, a friend of Rou- 
sakolT and Hartman, has been arrested. 
Owing to her revelations the indictments 
against the prisoners connected with 
the asaassination of the czar must be 
recast and the trial further postponed 
a few days. 

London, March 21. — Viscount Folk- 
estone, eonsorvativo, has placed a ques- 
tion on notice paper in the commons 
relative to Dillon's spnonh, in wiiii^h l.o 
threatened Judge Fitzgerald. 

Ekuli.n, iSIarcli 2i. — ^Russiau pro[io 
sals for arrniigiiig international mea- 
sures for extirpation of the Nihilists 
were favorably received hero. It was 
the original intention of the Crown 
Princo Frederick William to go to St. 
Petersburg with the Princo and Prin- 
cess of Wales ; but he started six hours 
in advance of them in consequence of 
the czar sending a telegram asking him 
to arrive a few hours before the pirince 
and princess, as he wished to have a 
confidential confi.-rence with him.. This 
l'eque.il is ilitei'lucled tin fm uliiblu to 
friendly relations between the empires. 

London, March 27.— The steam tug 
to intercept the Australia, sup[)Osed to 
have on board a man suspected of com- 
plicity to blow up tho mansion house, 
returned, havinc failed to sight the 
steamer. 

Paris, March 26. — A very incom- 
plete list of the persons who perished 
at Nice has been published. Among 
the names are those of the Gernian 
savant Von Arndt Schelling and JIme. 
Mc(3uay. The latter is said to be 
English. Nice is in mourning, the pa- 
pers appearing with black borders. The 
whole population of the town turned 
out yesterday to attend tiic funeral of 
the victims. The spectacle was solemn 
and affecting in the extreme. Tiio 
mayor made a speech at the grave, 
thanking the troops and firemen for 
gallantry displayed." 

London, March 27. -The govern- 
ment has taken measures to interco]>t 
tliesteamer Australia before she reaclie.s 
New York and arrest Coleman, iiiqili- 
cated in the mansion house explo- 
sion. 

Madrid, March 27. — A large petard 
exploded Saturday at the door of the 
Carmelite church, which was consid(?r- 
ably damaged. 

CoNSTANTiKoi'Li-:, March 27. — Tlu' 
sultan has sent a communication to his 
Egyptian agent, asking the contingent 
of Egyptian troops in the event of 
war. 

Tho plague has appeared at Kufa, 9 
miles south of Bagdad. Mortality in 
Nedjib is increasing. 

INDIA. 

London, March 21.- A messenger 
arrived at Candahar with letters from 
the ameer for distribution among fcod- 
ars and native chiefs stating that he 
has come to arrange with tho British 
for the surrendftr of Candahar. On 
hearing this mission Ayoob llhan's 
envoy left Candahar. 

SOUTH AFRICA. 

Mount Prospec:t, ilarch 23. — At 
to-day's conference at Queil's farm the 
Boers definitely agreed to all the Brit- 
ish terms. They will retire from the 
Laigheskna to-morrow. 

London, March 23. — A Durban cor- 
respondent of the I'hiifjs says : "Mili- 
tary men and colonists regard the issue 
of negotiations most humiliating to 
England and destructive to her [ires- 
tige in those territories. Men every- 
where express shame at being English- 
men and talk of going to some country 
where the national honor has not been 
abased." 

DuRiiAN, March, 2-1. — Tho Boers re- 
cently occupied a prison at Palcliicf- 
Strom, 600 yards from the fort held by 
tho 2 1st regiment, The British com- 
mander determined to dislodge them.

The acquittal of I. M. Kallocii, who 
was indicted for the wilful murder of 
Chas.

Tho_Eccnes attendant upon Kallocu's 
return home after tho trial were simi- 
lar to thoso which history tells us 
were witnessed when a Eonian emperor 
returned victoriou.s from a liattlofield.

kerchiefs 'in token of satisfaction at the 
verdict, -This demonstration is attri- 
butable, doubtless, more to the 
unpopularity of DeYol-.\g than 
to any. great regard tiio people have for 
.iCALLocii, However much wo may 
deprecate the crime of murder, it can- 
nbt; bii't '"ij'o admitted that DicYouNci 
died 'of an overdose of the medicine he 
had prescribed for Mayor Kallocii. 
The first oflcncc camo from Di:YofXO 
in the form of an assault on the rojju 
tatioh of the dead grandfather of the 
man wh'Tafterwards killed him. Mavor 
iKallooh retaliated with an a.s.sault on 
DeYoumi's living mother. Then Die 
You.VG decoyed him to a carriage door 
and shot him in a cowardly manner, 
wounding him grievously.' Pending 
his trial for this act DeYgcnc! issued a 
libellous pamiihlet attacking tho char- 
acter of tho Mayor, and then followed 
his own a.ssassination. DkYoi'.vo fell 
a victim to the promptings of his own 
ill-conditioned mind. By his gross 
attacks on tho characters of individuals 
he sowed to the wind, and it is not to

San Francisco, March 27. — Tlie shell 
race to-day, between StovensGii of Vallejo, 
and Cotaford of Victoria, British Col- 
umbia, was won by the former, the latter 
capsizing on tho turn. The race was 
rowed at Saucclito; distance about three 
miles. Tlioro is much talk of crooked- 
ness. 

San rRANciBCO, March 27.— Tho course 
rowed over was exactlj' three niilos, with 
one turn. Stevenson's time was twenty 
minutes and fifty-eight seconds. After 
his capsize Gotsford flossed witli his shell 
until a boat righted him when ho slowly 
rowed in.

Dr. Kallocli started for home to announce 
the news to his sons, mother, wife and 
friends, who had been waiting for the 
verdict with agonizing suspense. The 
scone when Dr. Kalloch told them of tho 
result was intensely atl'ecting, many offer- 
ing outspoken prayers of thankfulness. 
Shortly afterwards somo thousands of re- 
sidents of tho Jlis.sion gathered round Dr. 
Kallooh'a house, the news of tho result of 
the trial having spread like wildfire. Many 
ongratulalions wore ofi'ured tlie family. 

Tho motley procession escorting young 
Kallock was not long in reaching tho 
house, whore tho crowds, wliich numbered 
sonic tliou.sands, respectively opened and 
allowed tho young man to descend from 
tho carriage.

Tiie driver had 
fallen dead from the box, and a ])assen- 
ger who was upon the bo.'c was dying 
with a mortal wound. As soon as Paul 
could regain tho linos that hud fallen 
from the hands of Bud Philpot, who 
was shot through tho heart, he trans- 
ferred Woll.s, Fargo it Go's box and 
tiie United States mail intact to J. D. 
Kinnear, the agent of the line at Ben- 
son, who carried these and the frighten- 
ed passengers through to Tombstono.

Tlio Diroctor.'i in in.ikiiig their Annual Report have to inform tho Subscribers 
that during tho past year they have succooiUd in purchasing a plot of land of 5 acres 
immediately adjoining the Hospital, for the purpose of erecting an Asylum for Con- 
valescents in connection with tho Hospital. Tho Government have yotocl' a iium of 
money for tho erection of the necos.sary buildings; but before .the worka could bo 
commenced the Govornmcnt rccjuired the land to bo conveyed to tho Grown,' 'Which 
has boon done. The coming spring will, it is hoped, see tliis most neceBsary adjunct 
to tho institutions of the Province completed. 

The Directors regret that tho House of Assembly have passed a resolution com- 
eletoly reversing tho policy under which the Hospital has been for so many years 
not unsuccessfully managed; hitherto the Government have been content with hav- 
ing two Directors on the Board, and as a rule these Govcrnmont Directors have been 
activo and useful members, and Iiavo fully answered tho puqinses for which they woto 
placed on the Board. 

Tho other Pirontora are tho nouiinees of (lie .Siibscriburs. The proposod change 
will be detrimental to tho interests of tlioso for whom a hospital ia supported. The 
attention necessary to details takes up a great deal of time, and to suppose that work 
which is now performed efficiently by eight gentlemen will bo equally as well per- 
formed by four is supposing too much, and tho inevitable result will bo a recurrence 
to the worst evils of tho past. The interest whioli the public now take in tho insti- 
tution will, it is feared, greatly lessen, and tlio active and friendly assistance given by 
many will hardly bo extended to a purely fJovernmeiit institution. 

Tho Directors have again to express their thanks to Messrs. Dunsmuir and the 
Vancouver Coal Company for donations of coal and to various charitable societies and 
individuals who havo generously contributed to the support of the institution. 

Tho afl'airs of the Hospital have been economically managed, as will bo seen by 
tho amount of suflbrings relieved and the Treasurer's account of tho expenditure. 

In closing this report tho Directors regret that the change introduced by tho 
Government will prevent them again oll'ering their services, and from the applications 
wliirTi bavn been vocoivod for a return of subscriptions and the opinions expressed of 
the change, they fear that tho clo.sing of one of tho most useful institutions of the 
Province will ultimately be the result. 

There j'ot remains to bo considered the question of tho ownership of the pro 
porty and the terms on which it was devoted to its present use, and how far tho pre- 
sent changes will affect it. On this subject tho Diroctprs ore not yet in a position to 
givo an opinion.

Gentlemkn", — I have tho honor to submit for your information the following 
statement of tho result of medical treatment of patients under my charge in Royal 
Hospital during tho last year. Tho number of in-pationts, as will bo seen below, is 
loss than last year, owing, in a great measure, to so many bods boing occupied by in- 
curables. Tho number of out-patients has greatly increased, as I have had to treat 
as out-patients many who would have been in-pationts had there boon vacant beds.

do Out-patients do ... 200 

Total 282 

Of whom 10 have died from tho following causes: — Lung Diseaao, 6; Heart Dis 
easo, 1; Panilysis, 1; Old Age and Exhaustion, 2. Total 10. 

In conclusion I have to express my thanks to myprofessional brethren, who havo 
always rendered mo any assistance I was in need of; and I would wish to draw the 
attention of the Board of Directors to the admirable manner in which the Suporin- 
tondent, Jlr. Robinson, has conducted the internal affairs of the Hospital, showing 
all possible kindne.ss and consideration for the patients compatible v.'ith tho discipline 
necessary in a public institution.
